By far the best news that has 


come into the Covina valley in 
several years is that of the 
strong Valencia market that is 
returning substantial profits to 
growers, and which has every 
indication of continuing. 


Covina valencias yesterday were 


selling at a price range of from $4.50 
to $5.30 delivered, which is slightly 
under what was being received late 
last week, but which is the best price 
in several years. 
. 


Owing'to the extreme hot wave 


in the middle west and east, oranges 
as well as lemons sold above normal 
in quantity last week, catching the 
marke.t with only the normal amount 
of fruit that had been shipped to 
meet scheduled expectations. This 
caused a rush of additional fruit to 
the east to take up this exhaustion 
of quantity, and a change in the 
weather found more fruit than nor- 
mal in the market this week, with 
a slight drop in prices, but not a 
recession of any real consequence, 
Covina fruit officials said. 


June orange shipments to date 


have been nine per cent heavier than 
the average of the past five .years. 


and the market is still in very satis- 
factory condition, T. H. Powell, gen- 
eral sales manager, California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, reported at the 
weekly meeting Wednesday. 


Summarizing the past navel sea- 


son, Mr. Powell stated that the Ex- 
change navel average was 31 cents 
ahead of 1933. Total orange ship- 
ments from all sources from Janu- 
ary 1 to May 15 were 14 per cent 
greater than in 1933, and Exchange 
f.o.b. returns were 20 per cent 
greater. California shipped only 41 
per cent of the total oranges during 
this period. The Exchange supplied 
76 per cent of the California ship- 
ments and 30 per cent of the total. 


Comparisons on loose fruit showed 


an increase of 75 per cent in returns, 
and 30 per cent in volume of fruit 
handled by the Exchange citrus dis- 
tributing plant in Los Angeles. This 
business, including loose fruit sales 
at packing houses, equalled 1432 cars 
of packed fruit. 


In addition to the stabilizing ef- 


fect of the marketing agreement, 
jobbers and auction officials give 
three reasons for the improved mar- 
ket: 


(1) Better business conditions; (2) 


high quality fruit this season, and 
(3) steadily increasing desire for 
oranges created by advertising.

Woman Stagecoach 


Driver Qualifies 


for Reunion 


Answering the rollcall of old-time 


stagecoach drivers, Mrs. Delia A. 
Rawson, 73-year-old native daugh- 
ter of Carpinteria, and now a resi- 
dent of San Dimas, qualified as one 
of the few, if not the' only living 
woman stagecoach driver in Califor- 
nia. 


Mrs. Rawson, now the owner of a 


fine ten-acre orange grove on West 
Bonita avenue, and also the breeder 
of thoroughbred police dogs, tells a 
remarkable story of her experiences 
in the early days. Her only daugh- 
ter, Dale Fuller, well-known char- 
acter actress in films, lives on this 
ranch. 


The daughter of Samuel Haskett, 


a '49er, Miss Haskett was a crack 
pistol shot at 18, an expert with the 
whip, as well as a trick and fancy 
rider. She tells that her father was 
everything from stagecoach driver, 
sheriff, postmaster and coroner, to 
district attorney and justice of the 
peace in the early days in Ukiah. 
As his daughter she used to help 
him collect taxes, and while thus 
engaged the taxpayers would toss 
her coins to entertain them while 
the father was extracting the coin 
of the realm from them. 


She drove the old-fashioned stage- 


coaches until the advant of steam 
trains forced the introduction of 
the more elaborate Concord coach in 
order to compete with train coaches. 
Her regular run commenced at 6 in 
the morning from Ukiah and the 
journey to Long Valley took her un- 
til 3 o'clock the next morning, driv- 
ing a four-in-hand over desert and 
mountain roads. She was the first 
woman stage driver to carry the 
United States mail in California. 


Although she says she was never 


held up, Black Bart, notorious out- 
law and murderer of those days, 
held up her father on several occa- 
sions. 


Born in 1861, Mrs. Rawson drove 


on regular runs until she movecLto 
Los Angeles county in the 
"SOs, 


where she has since made her home. 
Her husband has long since died, 
but she has three sons and one 
daughter living.

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Change and Decay — 


Whenever an editorial or specially-prepar- 


ed article appears in any newspaper, basing 
its deductions on actual statistics, there are 
some who invariably praise it or condemn it 
as Democratic or Republican propaganda, or 
declare that it is Socialistic, Communistic— 
that it is too far to the left or to the right. 


Men and women interested in political 


parties, and not in economics, will not believe 
that economic trends are wholly non-political. 
Facts do not group themselves under any one 
party label. 


It is probably hopeless to make the above 


statement, for the world, and especially the 
United States, has been trained to think poli- 
tically under party banners, slogans, names 
of individuals, etc. Economic statistics do not 
take parties into consideration, any more than 
earthquakes consider whether or not certain 
earthly terrain is covered with buildings and 
human population. 


"Where Man hath builded temples, they 


shall stand 


Until the Power Inscrutable may crave 


The earth beneath them — then unto His 


hand 


For some new purpose conies that 


which He gave." 


The Republican party, as an example, did 


not create the issue of slavery. It had been 
created long before the new party crystallized, 
and a recogiiiUun of the issue and the final 
confrontation of it by Lincoln and others 
created the foundation for the new party. The 
Whigs failed to realize the situation, and per- 
ished as a political party. If the Republicans 
and Democrats of today do not confront the 
economic issue in the world, they too, as poli- 
tical parties, will pass from the scene regard- 
less of old deals and new deals. 


If the Socialist party does not realize that 


machines and power have removed forever 
the age-long battle between proletariat and 
capitalist, the Socialists, as a party, will join 
the other parties in limbo. Upton Sinclair, for 
example, is just as much demoded and obso- 
lescent in his ideas politically today as are 
some of the most outstanding of those whom 
the liberals call reactionaries. 


The only political significance of the pres- 


ent economic chaos is to be found in specula- 
tion as to whether the Republicans, the Demo- 
crats, the Socialists, or some other group with 
a name, will first grasp the incontrovertible 
facts of an economically changed world. This 
writer believes that the Democrats have not 
grasped it, but have only dimly perceived it, 
as shown by the palliatives and panaceas of 
the so-called New Deal. Among the parties 
possessing names and a history, the Republi- 
can party is in the best position theoretically 
to grasp the facts. The New Deal is bound to 
fail unless it accepts as a basis the facts ad- 
duced from the arrival of the age of machines 
and power. Whether Republicans seize this 
magnificent opportunity is problematical. 


This writer, in this place, has never declar- 


ed, or even intimated, that the New Deal, so- 
called, was succeeding, or that it would suc- 
ceed, except that it might eventually work 
itself into a position where the economic facts 
would be obvious to politicians as they have 
been for a long time to statisticians, Mr. 
Hoover included. No New Deal or Old Deal 
can perpetuate itself while it ignores the fact 
that capital industries are denied the oppor- 
tunity for further profitable reinvestment be- 
cause of under-consumption in all commodi- 
ties. 
MARXISM DEAD 


No Socialist can rise to legitimate and use- 


ful power on the old theories of Marxism, 
which has always visualized the day when 
the laboring man shall rule, for the simple 
reason that labor, mental or physical, is no 
longer the great and important equation in 
the production of commodities. Labor has 
been removed nearly fifty per cent from this 
older, strategic position by machines and 
power. 


Thu Republican party in the United States, 


and the Democratic party, in a somewhat 
lessor sense, have been the parties upholding 
and aiding the principles of capitalism, and 
capitalism has given enormous and incalcul- 
able impetus 10 Vv'orld expansion in trade and 
development. Unless capitalism and capitalis- 
tic political parties accept and understand the 
nrriv;il of iju} new economy, and unless the 
Socialists accept arid understand the passing 
of the labor equation, some other newly- 
formecl group thai understands and accepts 
will lead in the future. It should be plain that 
political parties render themselves obsolete 
when they fail to accept demonstrable econ- 
omic facts. 
A FACT-FINDER 


Speaking in 1920, Herbert Hoover warned 


of exactly the condition that we find ourselves 
in today. Before him, Abraham Lincoln pre- 
dicted that corporate wealth would some day 


become so concentrated as to strangle busi- 
ness. The Republicans have had plenty of far- 
sighted leaders and the Democrats have pos- 
sessed intelligent thinkers who accurately 
diagnosed the growing disease in the body 
politic, but the parties did not follow these 
leaders. Thai, is why the economic problem 
is non-political today—simply because politi- 
cal parties ignored the facts. 


Readers who favor one party or another are 


not contributing to the solution we must have 
by praising or condemning economic state- 
ments from their own angles in politics. The 
age of technology and power that has come 
upon us while we were asleep politically was 
brought about by men working in laboratories 
at purely non-political, unmoral, unsocial 
scientific tasks. 
WORLD OVERTURNED 


For the past hundred years, at the behest 


of industry, these men have produced inven- 
tions and discoveries that have overturned the 
industrial, and therefore, the economic struc- 
tures of the past, rendering methods obsolete, 
dislocating trade lanes, eliminating labor, ani- 
hilating distance, making communication al- 
most instantaneous, substituting commodities 
better than the age-old ones—and still, we 
attempt to perpetuate political ideas that be- 
long in the older age, and still we expect to 
live by old precepts, slogans, party names, 
shibboleths that should have been scrapped as 
obsolete when these unknown-workers in the 
laboratories and chart-rooms evolved the new 
era of technological abundance. 


It is quite predictable that two years from 


now another mighty swing of the electorate 
may occur, away from the so-called New Deal 
and toward, let us say, the Republican or 
some other hastily-formed new party. Why? 
Because the fundamental truth that lies be- 
neath our economic conditions have not been 
grasped and expounded by any political party 
as yet. It could just as well be the Republican 
party as any other that would end the search 
for this Holy Grail. That the Republicans will 
fail to grasp the facts cannot be said at this 
time. It is also conceivable that the Democra- 
tic party will come to understand that nothing 
can be accomplished for industry or for labor 
by attempting to patch up old and obsolete 
machinery. But, please bear in mind, that 
'whatever any party may do, it will be done 
AFTER the situation is thoroughly under- 
stood and accepted by the leaders in both 
capital and labor; by those who make and con- 
sume commodities, which means all of us. 
Political parties follow after an issue has been 
created and understood. They do not create 
issues. Witness the growth and final under- 
standing of that other great American crisis, 
the issue of slavery. 
NEW POLITICAL DAWN 


It is absurd and dangerous and depressing 


in the midst of this grave economic crisis for 
any man or woman to ask the question 
whether or not an editorial or article is in 


3'favor^oi~one Apolitical "Jjarty or anotrleT^^ 


whether one's neighbor is a Democrat or a 
Republican. Abraham Lincoln didn't know 
what the name of his party was to be. He did 
know the cause of unrest and indecision in 
the nation, and he said, in answer to a ques- 
tion as to his political faith: 


"I want to do something for my coun- 


try—she's sick." 
Christ did not visualize a Christian faith— 


he taught fundamental truths. They were 
tagged as Christian afterwards. They were 
•universal facts. In this hour of peril, when 
we are menaced by capitalistic anarchy on the 
one hand and the anarchy of the proletariat 
on the other, we desperately need fundamen- 
tal truths, and these are not found in political 
parties until after the truths have crystallized 
in the minds of the people. Until such time of 
crystallization th<* following of one party or 
another is vain. 


Dimly the general mass of voters senses 


this, and hence the violent swings from one 
party to another, deserting the one because of 
its failure, joining the other because it has not 
yet demonstrated its failure. The violent 
swings stop when understanding comes to 
some one party, regardless of its name or his- 
tory. 
FACTS ARE READY 


The way out has already been provided. It 


is found in the ten-year survey of technologi- 
cal encroachment upon labor, conducted by 
General Electric company and other interest- 
ed industrialists. There can be no further in- 
vestment in capital industries because we are 
now making more than we can consume. That 
produces a definite stalemate for capitalism. 
There is no outlet for profits, and therefore, 
profits are profitless. On the other hand the 
laborer, demanding from the standpoint of 
Karl Marx his proportionate share in the pro- 
ducts of labor finds that he hasn't any propor- 
tionate share, or a rapidly-decreasing share, 
because his labor is being done by machines 
and power. 
A CLAIM, NOT A SHARE 


What the two must understand—capital and 


labor—is that the laborer (consumer) has a 
claim on the products of the machines and 
power whether the laborer helped to produce 
them or not. Inasmuch as he has been dis- 
placed by machines and power the laborer 
must live on what the machines produce 
rather than what his muscles or his mind pro- 
duce. 


Capital must redistribute the combined 


products of man-power and machine power 
to the consumer. Socialism lias not grasped 
this fact. Capitalism has not grasped it. State 
Socialism is accomplishing it in a small way, 
but still clinging to a protection of the older 
profit system. If profits cannot go up they 
must, go down. If capitalism is blocked from 
reinvestment in new capital industries be- 
cause of the obvious lack of economic need, 
then the profits of the machines and power 
must flow to the consumer or else we remain, 
as we have for nearly five years, in a hopeless 
stalemate. 


Is this politics? It has nothing to do with 


politics. It is economic, inexorable and final.

:or the operations of some of the 
smoothest swindlers who ever took 
money away from farmers. Light- 
ning rods are valuable protection. 
Most of the lightning rod agents 
were doubtless honest, though they 
lot a lot more for their goods than 
they were worth. But the "slick- 
ers" who got the farmer's signature 
:o what he thought was merely an 
order for lightning rods, but which 
turned out to be a promissory note 
which the local bank or note-shaver 
discounted, gave the whole light- 
ning-rod business a bad name,.

CALENDAR . . even quarters 


In 1939, January 1 will fall on a 


Sunday. It is the hope of the nu- 
merous groups and individuals that 
before that date the proposed new 
universal calendar will liave been 
adopted by the principal nations oi 
the world. 


The new World Calendar would 


divide the year into 12 months, as 
now, 
but rearrange the number ol 


days in each month, so that each 
quarter of the year would have one 
month of 31 days and two months 
of 30 days each. That would leave 
one day over, which would be call- 
ed "Year day," and would fall be- 
tween the last day in December 
which would always be Saturday 
and the first day of January, which 
would always be Sunday. 


Busmess men like the idea gen- 


erally. The League of Nations hub 
indorsed it. Several of the great 
religious bodies, which would be af- 
fected by it because it would make 
Easter fall on the same dale of each 
year, have approved it. I can see no 
reasonable ground for objecting, bu 
there will be objections, of course 
from the great mass of people who 
object to any change in anything 
they have been accustomed to.

lilitation will find expression in the 
rdinary channels of business acti- 
ity. 
4. I shall favor and support legis- 


ation having to do with humani- 
arian and character building agen- 
cies, for in the final analysis that 
which is good for the people finds 
expression in the character of the 
people. 


I shall always favor simplicity, 


efficiency and economy in all gov- 
•rnmentai activities for I believe that 
whenever a government becomes a 
jurden to the people either because 
of taxation or for any other reason 
t is no longer good government. In 
his connection, I believe with Wil<- 
iam Penn that if men (in govern- 
ment) be good, government cannot 


bad.

duce the cause to a personal, sub 
jective basis. Yet I'm not sure men 
keep on the high abstract plane 
either.

"kibitzing" around the same counci 
table the next day. I repeat, then, 
that it is our opinions we want to 
review, to see why we harbor them.

Trammel navy bill at the risk of be- 
ing thrown out on my ear. I have a 
letter in my hand from an outraged 
reader who says, "Our present place 
of poor third in the navy race is 
just like letting insurance and prop- 
erty lapse. A second or third rate 
navy is no better than second hand 
teeth. If we had a navy in the con- 
dition it was under T. R., Germany 
would have respected our neutrality 
in the great war. If we persist in 
suicide and starve our navy we will 
De licked as we were in 1812." It 
somehow seems to me that it hasn't 
been the- navy that has done the 
starving.

money spent won't tell the whole 
story, of course, but for the last 
three years, according to a speech 
by the Honorable George Foulkes 
in the Congressional Record of Jan- 
uary 30 this year, "we have appro- 
priated four thousand million dol- 
lars; during this same three years 
Japan has spent $381,000,000. Or for
